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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-9, 11-18 are pending. 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-3, 11-15, 18, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising a virally- 
safe plasma-derived Factor VIII having a von Willebrand Factor (vWF) content of 15% or less of 
decamers and higher multimers. 

Group II, claim(s) 4-6, drawn to a method for testing the viral safety of a plasma-derived Factor 
VIII composition obtained by nanometric filtering, comprising the step of determining the 
residual content of high multimerization vWF. 

Group III, claim(s) 7-9, 16-17, drawn to a method for preparing a virally safe Factor VIII 
solution comprising filtering a solution through nanometric fibers and assaying the filtrate to 
determine the residual content of high-multimerization vWF. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups I-III appears to be that they all relate to a virally safe Factor 
VIII composition having a vWF content of 15% or less. 

However, Weinstein (1989 Annals of Clinical and Laboratory Science 19(2): 84-91; IDS 
09.26.08) teaches a Factor VIII composition that is approximately 99% pure and wherein any 
vWF and contaminants are bound to immobilized antibody during the purification process.
